oriwagons; that they will give up  at the ex-
piration of the contract, all tools; e, belong-
ing to the plantation, and in case any propers
ty of any deseription Lelonging to the plantas
tion shall be willtully or through negligence
destroyed or injured, the salue of the articles
so destroyed shall be dedueted  from the pors
tion of the erups whiel the persons  so offends
ing shall be entitled to receive wndcr this con-
tract.’
Any deyiadion feom the conditions of the
fnngniug‘cnntract shadl, npon suilivient proof,
e punished with dismissal frow the plastation;
or in sueh other manner as may be deterinined
Ly the Provost Court; and the person or persons
so dismissed; shall forfeit the whole, or a part
of iiix, her er their portion of the crop as the
Conrt may decide.
